Now that we have had a detailed look at each of the 
major commancs of our BBS, The Key System, it is tia to 
learn a few short cuts. Warning! This 'Expert User Mode' 
should not he used until you get faailiar with the systee 
since you will be passing up aost of the sub-prompts and can 
easily get lost! 

Host of the coaeands will require additional 
information before the BBS can process your request. The 
addition information supplied by you is had through a series 
of sub-proeots or by commands stacking. The format of 
ccmarti stacking is: COHN) SPACE COMMAND SPACE COMMAND ... 

Perhaps the best way to go is with some examples, 
ci ease r e a ipe r that each of the following examoles shculc 
be typed in when the BBS is waiting at the sain *So prompt. 

FA will search the drives for all download files, F 
C will search out all the cotaunications related files. F S 
will look for the gases. 

D ME Eh will let you download the file MODEM. This 
command should be used when you already have the files 
listing. If you Misspell a file naa, then a 'File not 
found' Message will be returned, There will be a short 
delay wnile the BBS looks for the reauested file. 

U TEST will initiate the upload routine with the File 
name TEST. 

R * wouid read all Messages in the currently active 
Message base. The Messages would be read in the reverse 
direction. That is free highest Message nuaoer to lower 
nueoers. fou can tell which Message base is active by 
pressing [RETURN] at the go prompt. You will also be given 
the tiue, date and a reminder that [?] will get you tne 
cowand list. 

To switch to another Message base and begin reading 
messages, type l 3 +. This would begin reading Messages in 
base nueber 3 from the lowest Message miaber and working to 
the higner nuwbers. 

Z 4 E will switch you to Message base nueber 4 and drop 
into the Message enter routine. 

If you had left a Message on the currently active 
Message base, and now want to delete it, K 40 would read the 
header of the assage ano ask if you really want to delete 
it. Of course you Must know the Message nuaber. If you 
can't reaeMber the nuaber, then you will have to read 
through the Message base until you find it. 

If you are sure you want to log off, the B Y will say 
good bye, skipping past the 'Are you sure?' prompt. 

I hope these examples get you started. They will most 
likely seem cryptic now, but given some tiae on the system, 
you will begin to make sense of tnem. There are lots of 
other places that you can use this technique of command 
stacking. Just ex per i sent. You cannot hurt the system, but 
you say get lost! If this happens, just keeo pressing 
[RETURN] and you will eventually get back to the wain *6o 
prompt, 

For the remainder of this eonths column, I'd like to 
pass on some other little known features of the system. 

tfan you enter a Message, you will have to give a 


subject. If you press return here, then the Message will be > 
aborted. In the Electronic Nail section, you will have to 
give an addressee. Pressing [RETUflNJ will abort the 
assage. However, pressing [ RETURN! at this point in a j 

public Message will address it to ALL callers. You will 
also notice that a (?J will enter the search feature. You 
will be asked to enter thi first name of the person to 
address the Message to. You do not have to enter the entire 
first name. You can search on any pari of the first name uo 
to the space separating the first naee from the iast nane. 
(For John Seith, you could search for J, Jo, Joh or John. 

If you typed in John S then the BBS will search for John.) 
You can also type in ALL to stop at each name. CAUTION: 
^er* are over £00 names on file so it aay take a few 
moments to find the ore you are looking for. 

At the end of each Message there is command string 
displayed. You can stack cowards here also. For exaaple, 
if you wanted to reply to the eessage and delete it at the 
saee tiae (especially helpful on E-Mail so I don't have to 
wonder what to do with it) you could type D R. You could 
also add a third ccwand, like M to take you to the Main *Go 
prompt after you reply to the message. 

There are two user set parameters included in your 
password file that tel is tne BBS how you want to display 
things. These are t t system clock and the continuous 
scroll of messages. The system clock can be turned on and 
off from your CPlrofiie cowanc try answering CYI to the 
change prompt. Continuous scroll of Messages can be toggieo 
at the Selects prompt with the tCl command. If you have 
this feature turned on, then there will be a short cause at 
the end of each message. If you press any key during this 
pause, the command string will be displayed. If you do 
nothing, then the system will go on to the next Message. 
Both the clock and the continuous scroll are remeebered by 
the systee and will be as you left them on the next call. 

That about does it for now. text month, look out for 
an editorial!

sage who use to, and on occasion still does, write for the 

VCS. By the way, did you know that when you write for the 

VCS, you have only 126 bytes of f$M and you share it with

It was gnat getting together nith At*ri and ABACUS to 
put together Dhe post popular booths at the West Coast 
Computer Fair, but for a tin there 1 felt tike everyone was 
getting the giveaways and no one was buying disks or 
pMberships. 

However, once I had a chance to count uo the money, I 
decided we didn't do too bad. 

Ue had a gross income of 13356. 75, which includes disk 
sales and mberships at the general teeting after the fair 
(and some other income between the tarcft meeting and now). 

§1116.00 of that was raffle poney that went to the 
Children's Health Council. Another §377.49, or so, went for 
various expenses, such as truck rental (for hauling 
giveaways from Atari), paper for fliers, parking (if you 
worked at the booth, we'll pay yours), table arc electrical 
outlet rental at the fair, exhibit unloading and loading at 
the fair (Bob and I did it, but we still had to pay for 
having the union folks available) and stuff like that. In 
addition, of course, we will have to restock our disk 
library. 

So, that gives us a net income of about §1363.26. 

Atari had agreed to pay for adaed expenses we incurred fro* 
demonstrating their machines and handling their giveaways 
and raffle. These came to about 1321.08, 

Bob Barton, who never likes to walk away eeotyhandeti 
from a party with Atari people, harrassed an exhibit stand 
from Sam Tramiel and Sig Hartmann at the Antic party during 
the fair, 

We then ag greed to trade the §321,00 in expenses for a 
Sony monitor that Atari had for the stand.
